Wasiiincton-, March 14. — A week's 
negotiation closud to-day by the pur- 
ehafco by the navy departmetit in Lon- 
don of the two fine crniBora bnilt and 
building at Elswiuk /or the Brazilian 
government. Fosaibly the oOicialB took 
m^re pleasure in closing the business in 
this matter because of the knowledge 
that Spanish agents had been striving to 
secure these very eliijjs, which to Spain, 
it ia said, would be of much greater 
value in caeo of trouble than to the 
United States. The next question is, 
how to get the ships home, and that has 
not yet been solved. 

Aic'ording to the secretary of the navy, 
the United States flag will be hoisted 
over the new ahipa within a week pro- 
bably, and juBt as soon as the crew can 
ho put aboard the Amazon she will start 
for the United States. The other veflael 
will follow at the earliest poasible 
moment, Tlie terms of the hhIb are 
eecre*. 

Tlie availability of the two Brazilian 
Bliipa was first brought tn the atteuliou 
of tho navy department by Mr. Lane, 
agent of tlie Xordecfeldt company, who 
was autliorized to dispose of these ehipa 
building at Klswick, and two others in 
course of construction ia France. Mr, 
Lane said tu-day that tho two ships pur- 
cliased would be a most desirable acquis- 
ition to the American navy, as they 
were the lateBt and best products of the 
famous Armstrong yarde. One of the 
ships is complete in every respect, 
has her coal aupplies and ammunition 
on board, and steam can be raieed any 
time. There will be no trouble in bi ing- 
ing the ship across as an adequate force 
from the local yards can be secured for 
the service. It is said the coal and 
ammuuition on board passed with the 
sale to tlie United .States. The ammu- 
nition ia not of the kind in use by the 
American navy, so that the supply of 
ammunition is a necessary adjunct to 
tlie new ships. 

Ttie other ship lias been launched, but 
it will take some time to make her ready 
for eea. Mr. Lane believes, however, 
that tliere will be no difhculty in bring- 
ing lier over immediately if desired to 
make the move without delay, as the 
hull of the sliip is so well along that she 
could be towed and her own sail power 
utilized for the trip acrosa.

The IslsvA and Express has the follow- 
ing cablegram from London: "The 
accute crisis between the United States 
and Spain is the uppermost topic every- 
where in London. NooneaeemsseriouBly 
to believe war can be averted. The ereat 
newspapers are makintc elaborate prep- 
arations for correspondents. I am told 
by admiralty o£Scials that two or three 
British war veasela with a complete 
school of naval ofiScera on board wdl be 
detailed to cruise in tho vicinity of the 
Spanish and American lleota so as to be 
able to take every possible obaervation. 
The war between Japan and China was 
a revelation of the extraordinary powers 
of modern marine warefare and it ia 
(irmly believed in London that the 
American authorities poaaesses some 
wonderful new diecoveriea in the way of 
engines of deatruution. Leading news- 
papers on the continent are in the main 
Bympathetic with the American. 
The destruction of the Maine, whether 
l)y accident or design, aeems to have set- 
tled that. It is believed here if Spain 
goes to war she wi.l be in a condition of 
utter desolation. The only country 
which would give her moral support 
would perhaps be Austria."

However, I wish to have the United 
States underatand that Japan retains 
the Kaaagi aud Chitose, not from lack of 
williugneas to oblige her, but because 
Japan needs them herself. 

•• In case of war between the United 
States and Spain, Japan will allow the 
warships of both belligerents to take 
coal at Japanese ports, or refuse it to 
both. Whether war is declared between 
two or more powera, Japan, if neutral, 
will hear in mind ttie deciding of the 
coal (juestion In a manner by which her 
decision will allect all bolligcrenta and 
her own interests."

New Youk, March 13. — Just before 2 
o'clock this morning fire was discovered 
in the Bowery Mission, at 106 Bowery 
The building, which is a five-story struc- 
ture, contained about 175 lodgers, and 
while the majority of these escaped it is 
positively known that at least 40 men 
who bad gone to sleep there for the night 
lost their lives in the conflagration. 
There were many hairbreadth escapes, 
some of the occupants jumping from the 
upper floors. Several of - those who 
jumped were badly injured, while others 
escaped without a ecratch. It is sup- 
posed that one of the lodgers accident- 
ally set fire to Fome paper in tiie cloeet 
on the third floor and the flames were 
soon beyond control. Someone shouted 
fire from a window and several police- 
men ruabed up the stairs to ttie rescue 
of the occupants. By tliia time moat of 
the lodgers had been awakened and were 
rushing about in their night clothes, 
panic stricken. 

An alarm was turned in by a pedes- 
trian who saw the smoke coming from 
the third floor, when a lodger had thrown 
open a window to escape being auflfocated 
and was hanging half way out to escape 
inhaling the smoke. By thia time the 
men bad gone to sleep in the mission 
and were suddenly awakened to battle 
for their lives. The flames were in such 
a condition that neither the police nor 
the firemen could cope with them. They 
were mad in their efforts to escape and 
in many inatancea the firemen had to 
struggle desperately witli tlie lodgers to 
bring them to the streets in safety. 

While the firemen and police were 
fighting with those in the hallways, a 
man made his appearance at the win- 
dow on the third floor. He threw his 
feet out on the edge and hung for a few 
moments to the coping. A crowd bad 
gathered in the street and tliey cried to 
liim to hold on. But the flames came 
out of the window and so singed his 
hands that he was compelled to let go. 
:V cry of horror went up from the crowd 
below. The man, before letting go, 
threw himself outward, and as he fell 
the crowd separated. For a moment he 
seemed stunned. Then he arose to his 
feet, felt himself all over and hobbled 
away, disappearing in tho crowd. 

The lireuien v.'orlied inaide the build- 
ing until the heat and smoke forced 
them out one by one ; the scaling lad- 
ders and the life neta were then resort- 
ed to. Water waa poured into tho 
building in t,orrents, but tho flames 
seemed to increase in fury, and it looked 
as if the entire building would be a 
wreck. Many of the lodgers were car- 
ried down the ladders. These were al- 
most in every instance rescued just as 
they were about to jump to the street 
from the windows on the upper floor. 

At 3 o'clock, when the Sameswer 3 un- 
der control, one of the firemen who had 
made the tour of the entire building 
emerged and shouted to Chief Bonner 
that he hail aeon at least 10 dead bodies. 
Hia report waa that ho had discovered 
two bodies on the II rat floor, live on the 
second, eight on tlm third, Iwi-lvo on the 
fourth, and tliirteen on the IHlh floor.

Galt, Jlarch 14.— (Special)— The river 
baa overflowed and there are disastrous 
floods here. At Paris and at Brantford 
the Grand Trunk tracke are washed 
away. Families have lied from their 
houses and bridges are destroyed. Not 
such extensive floods have been seen 
since 1857. The coatly iron bridge at 
Main street and another bridge are par- 
tially demolished. The basement of the 
central church is flooded two feet deep. 
Tho Englibh church school room ia in- 
undated to a similar extent.

Tho mills at Paris lose heavily. 

At London the Thames has over- 
flowed, and thouaanda of dollars dam- 
age has been done.

I\Iany were reacued by boats. It is the 
most disastrous flood since the great 
waterapout sixteen years ago. The 
water has risen even higher this year, 
but as the rising was slow there was no 
loss of life. . Millers whose property ad- 
joins Che stream will be heavy losers.

CBOW'S »EST LIBOKEKS. 

Commlsslonera Have IsvestiK^ted 'Grlev<< 
ances on the Spot— Evidence. Com- ' 
pUcated and Conflicting,' 

WiNNii'KO, March 14. — The commis- 
sioners appointed to inveatigate the 
charges made respecting the treatment 
of men on the Crow's Nest railway 
arrived this morning from Xelson. The 
members, Messrs. Fedley and AppletOQ ' 
and Judge Dugas, are all in good health 
after their rough trip. Mr. Frank Ped- 
ley says that they have visited every 
camp in the district, about thirty or 
thirty-five in all. 

They travelled the whole distance 
from Macleod to Nelson by team, driv- 
ing altogether about 300 miles. Some 
three hundred witnesses were examined 
consisting of laborers, foreman, concen- 
trators and camp physicians. Beyond 
saying that the evidence waa compli- 
cated and in some cases conflicting, Mr. 
Pedley waa not at liberty to apeak of 
the general tenor of the facts discloaed. 
The commissioners slept at the campa-. 
and subsisted largely on camp fare, 
which from personal experience they 
coald say was wholesome and nourish- 
ing. 

The general opinion here ia, that the 
charges have been greatly exaggerated. 
The commissioners held two sessions 
here and will also meet at North Bay, 
iSIattawa, Kenfrew, Hull, Ottawa and 
Montreal.

A petition from A. J. Dallian and 370 
others, praying on behalf of the bicycle 
rideiB ol the city foi better roads, was 
presented to the council at its regular 
weekly session last night. The petition 
ers asked for a cinder or other track on 
four approaches to the city, and from all 
points of the compass. They were will 
ing to be taxed to pay for the improve 
ments. 

The Mayor referring to the petition 
asked the coancil to give it due consid 
eration, pointing out that a large num- 
ber of taxpayers are bicycle riders, and 
that their number is rapidly increasing 

Aid. Humphrey suggested that the 
bicycle riders should form an associa- 
"tion of their own for the purpose of 
raising through a tax, money to improve 
the streets to their satisfaction. The 
council would then give them the privi- 
Jege. 

Aid. Humber said tbat although he 
might have a little of the mossback 
about him he approved of the modern 
form of locomotion and would for one 
^'ote for anything reasonable in this 
direction, but he certainly con- 
sidered it a little extravagant on 
the part of the bicycle riders to 
want roads from all parts of the com- 
pass. He would not have the gall to put 
his nose back into the North Ward, how- 
ever, if the roads there were not im- 
proved before be voted for bicycle paths. 

Aid. McGregor approved of taxing all 
bicycle riders and then having the city 
improve the roads as far as the revenue 
thus raised would permit. He thought 
that something should be done in view 
qf the large and rapidly increaaing num- 
ber of bicycle riders. Ho pointed out 
that when a rider had to dodge around, 
pickinE out a good piece of road, there 
was a danger of accident. 

Aid. Wilson had no objection to bi- 
cycle riders receiving what was due 
them, but he was getting just a little dis- 
gusted over so much abuse of the streets 
of Victoria. There were very few other 
cities on the continent that had any bet- 
ter streets. 

Aid. McCandlesB expressed a willing- 
nees to help the bicycle riders all he 
could so long as it cost the city nothing. 
If they were willing to tax themselves, 
the city should be willing to spend the 
money for them according to their de- 
sires. He moved that a special commit- 
tee be appointed to corier with the 
bicycle riders and report. 

The motion was carried, and Alder- 
men Kinsman, McGregor and Hum- 
phreys were appointed on the com- 
mittee. 

A number of residents of Fernwood 
road and vicinity petitioned that the 
new fire hall be not placed at the corner 
of Fernwood road and Johnson street. 
They pointed out as objectious that the 
ball ougbt to be located on a street 
where there were sewers, and also tbat 
there would be great danger to the lives 
of children in this vicinity. 

Aid. McGregor did not attach much 
weight to the arguments in the petition, 
saying that if the council were to listen 
to the harangue of everyone, no law could 
over be made. He believed that the ob- 
jections were not bo much from a true 
sense of the alle>5ed conditions as from 
an anxiety to alleviate a sore point. 

Aid. Humphrey said that a fireball 
would be just as dangerous anywhere un- 
less it were moved out to where it would 
be of no use. He thought a fire hall 
close to property ought to be desirable. 
Apart from the fire protection, the pres- 
ence of a number of firemen in a vicin- 
ity was a safeguard against many other 
dangers, such as petty thievin;;, etc. 

Aid. Phillips brought up the question 
as to the title of the Yates street prop- 
erty in case the city wished to dispose 
of it. 

A communication from M. Drosdowitz 
was read. He oflered as agent for Sadie 
Fonts to sell to tlie city lot lOtil, block 
7, Vates street for $1050 and lot 1051, 
block 7, .Johnson street for $1250. There 
was almost a general objection against 
tills property as being too far out of the 
way. 

The recommendation of the fire war- 
dens to purchase the lot and buildings 
on tne Northwest corner of Ferwood and 
Johnson street was also considered in 
.tbia connection and it was decided to 
lay the whole matter over for one week. 

Hon. E. G. Prior, M. P., wrote stating 
that be had interviewed the minister of 
agriculture at Ottawa in reference to the 
Darcey island leper station and that 
there was not much hope of getting him 
to do anything in the matter, he claimed 
that it should come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the provincial government. 

A communication was read from Hon. 
Mr. Blair, minister of railways. In 
answer to the resolution of the people of 
Victoria, petitioning the government to 
give assistance for the construction of 
a railway from a point in British Colum- 
bia to connect with the Canadian Yukon 
riftilway. j The minister of railways jiro- 
mised his due consideration. 

Sidney & Adams asked that they bo 
paid at the rate of 5 cents per load for a 
certain quantify of earth deposited at 
the end of Belleville street. On motion 
of Aid. Phillips it was decided to give 
the contractors a lump sum of $50 for de- 
positin;.' the earth where the corporation 
required it. 

lion, J. S. Helmcken objected 1o 
damage done to his property through 
the water coming out of (ho public park. 
The matter was referred to the street 
coramittep and the engineer. 
Jsmefl I/( Bftymur, water commis- 



sioner, recommended that a 0-inch pipe 
bo laid on Yates street from Douglas to 
Cook, and a 5-inch pipe from there to 
Fernwood road ; also that a new 8-inch 
pipe be put in to connect with the G- 
inch pipe. The estimated cost was $3000. 
The commissioner pointed out the in- 
capacity of and probable danger in the 
present pipes. The communication was 
received and adopted. 

Ransom Alexander applied for a privi- 
lege to build a glass show case in front 
of their premises. The application was 
referred to the street comuiitteo and the 
engineer. 

The chief of police notified the council 
that it was time to advertise for tenders 
for the supply of summer suits for the 
police force. A committee compoEed of 
Aldermen McCandleas, McGregor and 
Wilson was appointed to attend to the 
matter. 

The streets committee submitted a 
list of routine recommendations, which 
were all adopted. 

The recommendations of the finance 
committee were accepted with the ex- 
ception of the $25 deposit on the pro- 
perty at the corner of Fernwood road 
and Johnson streets. This was not suf- 
ficiently signed, and was held over till 
nest week. 

A petition from L. Wille and a num- 
ber of other bakers praying that the 
standard weight of bread be made 1 and 
2 pound loaves instead of IJi' pounds, 
was considered in connection with the 
bread by-law, which has reached its 
final stage. Action on the by-law was 
laid over for one week. 

A number of applications for the poBi- 
tion of assistant caretaker at Roas Bay 
cemetery were received. A ballot was 
taken with the result that John Sigurd- 
son received the appointment. 

A by-liiw respecting the expenditure 
and iiiaaagement of the revenue and 
money belonging to the city was intro- 
duced by Aldermen McCandless and 
Williams, and read a first time. 

Prior to adjournment Aid. Wilson 
made a complaint about tlie way in 
which certain city officials were attend- 
ing to their duties. He referred to gar- 
bage being dumped at the foot of Belle- 
ville street, and nleo to the waste ma- 
terial which was allowed to be deposited 
on the streets.

Ha\a.\.\, March 14.— The military 
commander of Santa Clara reports that 
as the insurgent leaders Oayito, Alvarez, 
Nunez and others were upon the point 
of surrendering to the Spanish troops 
near La Esperanza, province of Santa 
Clara, they were surprised by insurgents 
under Roberto JBermudez,and a collision 
occurred. 

Later on the farm of Luze, a force of 
guerillas found the naked bodies of 
Alvarez, Nunez and Maj )r Espineza, of 
the insurgant army, who had evidently 
been killed by the insurgents, who dis- 
covered their intention of surrendering 
to the Spanish. The bodies were buried 
at La Esperanza.

DOOLITTLE'S LITTLE JOKE. 



ADMIRALTY CHARTS imCCClUrB 

Or. Newcombe and Capt. Walbran Pro 
noance the Early Navigators JUore 
Reliable Than Recent Surveys, 

At last nii;ht'8 meetiui; of tlie Natiiral 
History Society there waa a large attend- 
ance, the principal feature of the nro- 
ceodinga being aa address by Dr. Xew- 
coinhe on the reault'i of big exploration 
laat Buanner ot the West Const of Ciaeen 
Charlotte i.^laiid in eo far aa the topo- 
graphy is concerned. Ho exhibited 
tracioga of several charts by Gapt. Ma 
chand iu 17'.)1, Capt. Vancouver in 1793, 
the Admiraltv of to-day, and an original 
-drawing of his own. 

Dr. Newcombe proved very conclu- 
sively that the present Admiralty chart 
waa very inaccurate and mialeading, and 
that the charts of Marchand and Van- 
couver, in regard to the principal fea- 
tures, were practically correct. In proof 
of this the position of the Discovery 
(Captain Vancouver'a ahip) waa placed 
on the chart from tlie observed latitude 
taken on .September 25, 179;!, when the 
ship waa off the weat coant of the island. 
With this latitude his bearings, as 
given iu tiia journal, ofl' Ilippa Island, 
Point Hunter, Point Buck and Cape Hen- 
ry were laid down. These corroborated 
t/ie correctnefis ot the points aa given by 
Captain Vancouver and therefore the 
present admiralty chart should bo al- 
tered so aa to properly indicate Point 
Hunter and Point Buck of Vancouver. 

It was shown that several large sonnde 
marked on the admiralty chart do not 
«xiat, and several sounds and island a 
that do exist are not marked at all. Oapt. 
Walbran epoto in confirmation of Dr. 
a^ewcombe'aetateinontaand remarked on 
the accuracy of the chart drawn by the 
latter giving his reasons at some length. 

Dr. Newcombe at a future date will 
continue his lecture, which will consist 
of a report more in detail upon the re- 
sult of his observations. 



GIORZA'S FESTIVAL MASS. 

Anticipated Witli Pleasure, Its Performance 
Is yuite Equal to Promise. 

The performance of Giorzn'a Grand 
Featival Maae under the directiona of 
Mr. F. Victor Austin had been looked 
forward tu with so much pleasurable an- 
ticipation by the public that had it 
I5een a failure there would have 
lieen very keen disappointment to many.

THE STJKIXE ROUTE.] 

The actual facta in rec>ard to the con- 
ditions existing on the Stilcine river 
were given in the Coi.oni.st on Sunday, 
iiud it ia quite inaccurate to aay that 
there is no likelihood that any of the 
parties now on tho way will get up the 
river on the ice. The season has been 
exceptionally mild and the ice which 
formed in December baa been worn 
atray by the running water. At the 
same time cold, weather Bometimes 
comes in luarcb and if it does, the par- 
tiea now on the river will get through 
all right. 

Next aeaaon there will be a road along 
the bank of the river from the canyon 
down, and this will malie it possible to 
travel up all winter, so that if Mesara. 
Mackenzie & Mann can get their road 
through to Lake Teslin in September, 
there will bo winter travel up the river 
and down the Yukon all next winter. 
There will be no difficulty in operating 
a line of sleighs down Lake Tealin and 
the Hootalinqua, and we auppoae fur- 
ther on the ice. The only thing to be 
provided is shelter and food, and these 
can be arranged. The enowfall in the 
interior is not great, so there will be not 
as much trouble in keeping a road 
open as there is in Qaobec. Tho only 
part of the work that may present eeri- 
ouBobstacleB ia the lower part of the 
river, which aometimes is late in freez- 
±ig; but a way will probably be dis- 
covered of getting over this. 

It is remarkable that, while further 
North ])erBonB c/i vouic to the Yukoa 
have been Btopped by the intense cold, 
those etltcling the Stikine have been 
kept back by mild weather. The news 
from the river during the next few days 
will be watched with great interest. 
Mackenzie & Mann are still sending up 
supplies and their men are still at work 
pushing their way along. As wo under- 
stand it, if tho soft snow encountered 
twenty miles up ia once passed, there 
will be very good travelling for the rest 
of the journey. 

GREAT BRI TAIN AND JAPAN. 

In spite of forebodings to the contrary, 
Great Britain has sained considerably 
iu the diijloinatio fencing that haa been 
in proftret-g over theOrient. Yesterday's 
despatchen announce that a complete 
untieratanding exists between tho Im- 
perial government and Japan, which, it 
is aaid, ia likely to secure peace for the 
present. As the Colonist has already 
pointed out, Bussia ia in a very poor 
position to fight even Japan single- 
handed at BO great a distance. It would 
bo imjiossible to sendaBuflicient number 
of troops by land before Japan could 
seize the Siberian railway, and trans- 
portation by water would he out of the 
question, not only on account 
of the distance, but because 
Euisia has not a fleet suflicient 
to convoy the transports. With Great 
Britain co-operating with Japan, Kuasia 
would be poworlcaa on the Pacific coast. 
Her war vessels could not get there for 
lack of coal, and her transports wonld ho 
in the same condition. If Ruasia insiats 
on war, it would undoubtedly be the 
policy of the Anglo- Japanese forces to 
capture Vladivostock as aoon aa ice will 
permit, take possession of the railway, 
keep the Pus'jiHn forces from reaching 
tho coast, and at the aamo time drive tho 
liuaeian fleet from the sea. The posi- 
tion of Japan vwould be very safe. Vf'e 
do not aee bowBasaia cbnld hope suc- 
cessfully to maintain an agressivo war 
against Great Britain. She could 
not hope to ' do ao - on the 
ocean. In fact it; is doubtful if 



nA]YAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

The San Francisco Argonaut thinks that 
tho Hawaiian "annexation scheme ia 
wounded unto the death." That the 

treaty cannot he carried through tho 
Senate seema to ho Qettleu beyond all 
question. A proposal has been made to 
carry annexation by " joint resolution." 
This the Argonaut saya would be uncon- 
stitutional ; but we are not impressed by 
that idea. Wo do not see why tho 
United States congress cannot pass 
a resolution or a staluto erect- 
ing the islands into a etato c f the 
Union, and if Die jieoplo of the 
Hawaiian republic choose to recognize 
such a statute or resolution and act iu 
accordance with it, we do not see what 
any one else has to say about the matter. 
But this is not very important it, as the 
Argonaut saya, there ia not tho least 
chance of tho House of Repre- 
sentatives voting for annexation. 

Tho people of Canada are considerably 
concerned in this subject, although it 
posaesBea no vital interest to us.. At 
present our commercial connections with 
the Hawaiian group are not ver.v great, 
and if the islands should become a part 
of the United Stales they would not 
stand much of a chance of increasing. 
If the annexation plan fails, it may be 
possible to secure some commercial ad- 
vantages from the island government. 
There does not appear to be the least 
intention on the part of Great Britain to 
acquire tho group. Japan was credited 
with such an idea a year ago, but so 
little has been heard of it lately, Japiin 
has BO many interests in the Orient, and 
is so desirous of keeping on good terms 
with the United States, that we do not 
suppose she would think of interfering;, 
The interests of Hawaii undoubtedly 
call for the control of some strong gov- 
ernment. That of Great Britain would 
be the beat ; l)ut as this is out of the 
question, the United States ought to be 
the choice of the civilized world. Whe- 
ther it is desirable, from a United States 
standpoint, ia quite another matter. We 
are inclined to thihk that it might be; 
but a nation with a single outlying pos- 
eeseion would be much in the position 
of a hen with one chick. It would be 
constantly in trouble without any com- 
pensating benefit. The chief benefit to 
be derived would be from its availability 
as a way station between America and 
Asia; but, as such, it would be almost 
as valuable if independent as it would be 
if formally annexed.

We think the Dominion Kovernment 
ought to bring under the notice of the 
United States government the fact that 
vessels engaged in the coasting trade of 
that country are allowed to pass through 
Canadian territorial waters without cus- 
toms escort on their way to Alaska. 
The difitanccH whicli these steamcra i)ly 
through our waters ia about six huL- 
dred miles. Canada haa a perfect right 
under the law of nations to require 
every vessel passing north out of the 
Gulf of Georgia to take on a customs 
escort. The United States has no right 
whatever in what is known aa the " in- 
side route" aa far north as Dixon's 
Entrance. Caiiadiana have righta 
secured to them by treaty on the 
lower iStikine and tho lower Yukon, 
but tho enjiyment of the privi- 
lege to sail north between Van- 
couver Island and the Mainland, and 
through the channels, followed by the 
whole American Alaskan fleet, depends 
upon the courtesy of Canada and can he 
revoked at any time without notice. H 
the attention of the VVaBhington govern- 
ment has not already been drawn to this 
fact, it ought to be without delay. 

Tiiic departure of the Spanish torpedo 
squadron for the West Iniiies is not fav- 
orable to peace. This looks very much 
like a challenge to the United States, 
and the temper of the people of that 
country is not such just now as will per- 
mit them to regard action of this kind 
with complacence'. The only possible 
use tbTt Spain can have for a powerful 
fleet in Cuban waters is to l:o 
prepared to resist the fleet of the United 
States. This makes the situation more 
difficult than it haa been, for it is tanta- 
mount to a defiance from Madritl,

BRITISH COLUMBIA 

FOR SETTLERS. 

Frances MacNab, author of " On 
Veldt and Farm " and other books, haa 
written a book entitled " British Colum- 
bia for Settlers; its Mines, Trade and 
Agriculture." It ia published in Lon- 
don by Chapman & Hall. There are 
three maps, and we are sorry to see that 
neither of them shows the whole of the 
province. Mr. MacNab has a very hiiih 
appreciation of the resources of our jiro- 
vince, and says many things that are of 
great value. At timea he becomes care- 
less and employs language which is only 
intended to be funny, but is very likely 
t3 be misleading. Opening the book at 
random, on page 201 we find the follow- 
ing : " It waa raining (I am told it raina 
every day in Nanaiiuo)." Again, on page 
11 of the introduction we read : "Still to- 
day the island peo|)lo are incredul- 
ous that mainland cities should 
be aa important as Victoria. Have 
they not the government build- 
ings in Victoria?" That ia to say, Vic- 
toria people think tho chief thing in 
British Coluiiibiiv is the business deriva- 
ble from the fact that the scat of gov- 
ernment is here. He also speaks of the 
province as " a country whose constitu- 
tion is scarcely hatched," thereby 
creating the impression that social con- 
ditions here are unsettled. He attri- 
butoa the excitement over Klondike to 
the desire to sell groceries and the hope 
of " inducing men who have good pros- 
pects in tho Kooteiiays to aell tlicm for 
leas than their value." On page SS he 
says: "It is said that the middleman 
trade of Victoria is passing into the 
hands of the Chinese," which will l:e 
news to the people of Victoria. Through- 
out tho book there is a very 
apparent eflort to make it read- 
able and racy, and the author 
is not always particular to see that his 
facts tally with his pleasantries, or 
rather he seizes upon exaggerations, 
which we all understand and appreciate 
when employed in conversation, and 
thruata them I'orwaril in cold type, whore 
they look very differently to the way 
thoy sound when told iu a Bocial zliat, 
.•Vpart from thinga of this eort tho book 
ia well compiled and in view of the haato 
with which it was got up, and about 
this there can be little doubti is an ex- 
ceedingly good production ' and its ap- 
pearance at this time will be of great 
advantage to tho province.

the general policy of the government at 
thia stage, instead of waiting as uaual for 
the motion to go into committee of sup- 
ply. The opposition showed very plainly 
that their intention waa to block the 
estimates until after redistribution came 
down, and after an hour or so was 
wasted, a further adjournment was 
taken, and the Speaker intimated that 
he would give a decision on the point of 
order to-day. 

Several bills were advanced a stage or 
two, including the Vancouver City act 
amendment, which went through its 
second reading without opposition. 

The proceedings opened with prayer 
by Rev. W. Leslie Clay. 

HE poms. 

The private bills committee reported 
that the bill to incorporate the British 
Coluiiibia Great Gold Gravels Dredge 
Mining Co. was not in the public inter- 
est and that the preamble was not 
proved. 

This report was received. 

The recommendation of the same com- 
mittee was received to allow the pre- 
sentation of H. Hirscbel Cohen's peti- 
tion for leave to introduce " An act to 
incorporate the Portland and Stikine 
Railway Co." 

The rail way committee reported that 
they had considered an act to incorpor- 
ate the Downie Creek Railway Co., and 
recommend that words be inserted in 
the preamble to allow tho road to run 
down the Columbia river to Revelstoke, 
and that the promoters pay double feea 
on the bill. The report was received. 

The same committee reported the pre- 
amble proved of the bill respecting the 
C. P. N. Go. and submitted the bill with 
amendments. 

This report waa alao received. 

QUESTIONS ASKBD. 

Mr. Graham asked the Attorney 
General: "Can a municipality under 
provisions of section 41 of the Water 
Clauses act expropriate water held nu- 
der records granted prior to 1!S!12. 

This was ruled out of order as invol- 
ving an expreaaion of legal opinion. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Kellio 
ai to whether the government had pur- 
chased a publication in North Kootenay, 
the Premier stated: "The government 
has not purchased any such publication 
as is referred to. An offer from Mr. A. 
Johnson to supply a certain number of 
copies of a proposed Diamond Jubilee 
souvenir of Korth Kootenay is under 
consideration." 

The Premier, in answer to Mr. Hig- 
ginc, stated that the government waa 
considering the <iue8lion of offering a 
bounty for the deatruction of horned 
owls.

IlETUUN ASKED KOIl. 

A motion by Mr. Hume was carried 
for returns showing revenue collected in 
each .electoral district from July 1, 1S'J4, 
to December 31, 18!)7. 

ALASKA r.OfNDABV. 

Dr. Walkem having drawn the atten- 
tion of the Premier to a deapatch which 
hud appeared in a newspaper stating 
that the Alaska boundary question haa 
been settled, Hon. Mr. Turner replied 
that he had seen the despatch, but ho 
did not bedeve that the alleged settle- 
ment was a fact, and indeed it had been 
contradicted. 

l'.i:iiISTKATION OP ELKCTOIIS. 

Mr. lliggiuB, rising to a question of 
privilege, drew the attention of the At- 
torney-General 10 the new form for the 
registration of provincial T0terB,wbich he 
declared would be cumbersome, vexa- 
tious and prohibitive. A man claim- 
ing to vote, must either be a 
lawyer or employ one to (ill 
up the form to insure against 
iiiistakea. The commissionera who re- 
vised tho alatutuB had travelled beyond 
their powers, bringing in this compli- 
cated system wliich waa calculated to de- 
feat tho very object the revised statuteB 
profesaed to have in view — tho easy re- 
gistration of voters. In his district the 
evil effects were already showing them- 
selves by the refusal of the collector to 
record voters who had sent in their 
names on the old forms. In the cities 
there might be less trouble, but in tho 
country districts the results would be 
badly felt, aa hundreda of eligible per- 
sona would be deprived of their votes at 
tho coming elections. He moved, sec- 
onded by Mr. Helmcken, for the suspen- 
sion of tho Btantling orders to enable a 
bill to be introduced to remedy the evil. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts replied that Mr. 
Higgina was rather mistaken aa to the 
changes made in the act by tho revisers. 
There was not tho slightest diCfor- 
ence as far aa the interrogatories were 
concemed nor with the form of applica- 
tion as compared with the act of 1894. 



The only diflerenco waa that the roviaera 
had placed a declaration at the end of 
the form for the applicant to sign before 
a notary public or a justice of the peace. 
The law of 1891 decided that the collector 
of votes could make the .applicant ap- 
pear before blm and answer interroga- 
tories, and the action of the revisers 
simply perfected this intention and al- 
lowed the declaration to be made before 
some other authorized person. How- 
over tho provision for the declaration 
might not bo convenient, a bill might be 
introduced to deal with the matter and 
provide that all applications on the old 
forms be valid up to April 1. 

Mr. Kellie thought that the provision 
that afhdavits had to bo made might be 
a hardship in thinly settled districts 
where justices of tlio peace or notaries 
public were few and far between. He 
thought tliat the aeaeaeor in going his 
rounds nnght be authorized to place 
voters on the lieta. 

Mr. Hume had a letter from some of 
his constituents complaining about the 
provision referred to, but the sogges- 
tions of the attorney general might do a 
great deal of good. 

Dr. Walkem believed in a declaration 
being made and said that owing to the 
number of J. P's in Kootenay there was 
no hardship likely to be caused there. 
The declaration wa3 a safeguard for the 
voters lists. 

The leader of the opposition agreed 
with Mr. Kellie that it would cause a 
great deal of inconvenience for people in 
rural districts to have .to hunt up a J. P. 
or notary public to iiiake a declaration. 

Mr. Sword was sure that the stipula- 
tion that the declaration had to be made 
would result in a great many men who 
bad a right to go in the voters lists not 
registering at all. 

Hon. Col. Baker while admit- 
ting that CO doubt there might be in- 
conveniences to rural districts said that 
the attorney-general had consented to a 
1)111 on the matter being brought in and 
the subject would then be discussed. 

Mr. Qraham took the same view aa 
Mr. Sword and Mr. Forster thought the 
sooner the matter was put right the 
better. 

Mr. Kennedy was of opinion that the 
revisers in making the change should 
liave indicated it in some way, so that it 
cou'd have been noticed easily. 

Mr. Williams did not think any voter 
should be recpiired to make a declara- 
tion to place his name on the list. The 
change waa he maint»ined very radical 
and very uncalled for. The act in lis 
original state was more efTective than 
the present one. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts explained that 
even under the old act the collector 
could make an applicant appear before 
him to make a declaration. It might be 
foatible, however, to arrange some 
eaaier motbod. 

Under the circamBtaDcea Mr. Hnnter 
thought it would be well for Mr. Hig- 
gina to withdraw his motion, inasmuch 
as Mr. Williams had a bill on the order 
paper dealing with tho act. 

Mr. Higgina withdrew his motion 
therefore by permission of the house. 

DEISATE ON' Sri'l'LY. 

The adjourned debate on the formal 
motion for supply was resumed by Mr. 
Sword, who proceeded to refer to figures 
in the estimates of several years back. 

The Premier raised a point of order on 
this, taking the ground that the only 
time at which the estimates could be re- 
ferred to in detail and the whole 
general policy of the government 
attacked was when the motion was made 
to go into committee on the estimates. 
The present motion was eimply whether 
the ([ueation of supply should be re- 
terrea to the committee. If supply was 
granted then it waa referred to a com- 
mittee of aupply and upon tho (juestion 
shall tho Speaker leave the chair, the 
opportunity was then given to debate 
the eatimatea at length. 

Mr. Cotton claimed that 'Sir. Sword 
was within tho rules, and a lengthy dis- 
cuasion followed on tho point of order. 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy never knew an at- 
tempt made before to go into details on 
the preliminary motion for supply. He 
(luoted from May and argued that it was 
only when the motion was made to go 
into committoe of supply, and at no 
other time could thedetails be discuased. 

Mr. Cotton did not see the use then of 
tlieir being any preliminary motions. 

i\lr. Speaker was of opinion that it was 
(jnito irrelevant to discuss the whole 
policy of the government on the motion 
hetor'e tl;e house. The members must 
conline themselves to the motion before 
them as to whether it was advisable to 
form a committee of BU])ply. 

Tho I'remier said the action of tho op- 
position was simply to put ofT the legia- 
lation of tho country. 

Mr. Cotton taking exception to this, 

Hon. Col. Baker accused the opposi- 
tion of trying to block the business of 
the honee. 

Mr. Forster claimed that it was the 
government, not the opposition, wtio 
wore stopping legislation. The govern- 
ment wanted to bring in the estimates 
to purchase the voters. 

Mr. Huff moved tho adjournment of 
tlie debate on the point of order as time 
waa only being wasted now. 

Mr. Speaker intimated that he would 
give a ruling to-day on tiie matter and 
the debate was accordingly adjourned. 

The Premier called attention to the 
fact that the News-Advertiser of a recent 
date contained a speech attributed to 
him that he never made, 

Mr. Cotton explained that the news 
editor of the paper had copied it from 
the Colonist.

THE WATEEWAY.TO DAWSON. 

engineer Hamlin's Report - on the Hootalin- 
qua Kivcr and Its Outltt 

The followiDK ' report to Mr. W, S. 
Gore, deputy commlBBionor of landa and 
work?, received at •Victoria on tbe 9tb 
iiiHt., lias been iaaaed »;b a'suppleinent to 

ttie report of thecdief commissioner, and 

lireeeiited lo the legielatiire : 

SiH, — In compliance \cith instnici iotiH 
from the dcpurtinent, dateil li7th,Jiily, 
18117, i have made a tlioroui^h and care- 
ful cxiiui illation of tbe ilootaliuijna 
river, tahoii accnrato aoniidingg aud 
notes thereof, and also made a complete 
iuHpeution of the waterway from the 
Eoutli end of Tcelin kke tc Dawson Uity, 
on the Yukon river, an Rp,oro-xiiii:itfe dic- 
tance of 50'.) inilea. This ilis'nrico was 
riieastnred by time iinil carefully record- 
ed, the reeiilt of wliich showa Teslin 
lake to be 112 miles in length, Ilootnlin- 
i]Uii river, IIS miles, this ijer.'ea and Yu- 
kon rivera to Daweoii City, ;i;i9 iniicB — a 
total diatance of 5U0 tniles. Upon this 
fine stretch ol navigable water I have 
tbe honor to aubmlt tb« following re- 
port: 

Having; already aubmitted a abort re- 
port on the trail from Telegraph Creek 
to Teslin lake, aball conSnethia report 
chiefly to the water atretcb, more ea- 
pecially that portion covered by the 
Ilootalinqua river. 

Teslin lake is a beautiful sheet of 
water. Commeucin),' at tho south enti 
of what is now deeiKiiated tlie South 
Arm, the widtti of the lake varies front 
450 feet to half a mile for a diatance of 
12 miles. From this point ttie width 
varies from 2 to 7).j miles until itreaclies 
the north end, from which Ihe Jluota- 
linqua riverdlows. The lake ?s gcheral- 
ly deep, in many places there is a great 
depth of water. The lands at the shores 
are flat, level table lande, broken lulls 
and monntains, which latter at aome 
points extend nearly to tbe edge of the 
water, more especially at tbe northern 
end of tbe lake. Bat there the mouh- 
taine are not of high altitude, 1,000 to 
1,600 feet, and clay blufl's of irregular 
formation usually intervene between tlie 
water edge and mouiitaine. A rough 
sketch ol tbe lake is annexed to tiuB re- 
port. 

ESThe Iiootalir<iua is a noble river. The 
(rcneral trend of tUo river is nortb-weet- 
erly. For many miles the upper end cf 
the river has a very regular course, witli 
many long, straight reaches; the lower 
end has a more irregular course. The 
width o( the river varies from 2G0 to 
1,000 feet, as taken by observation, and 
the depth varies from 6 to over IS feet, 
as recorded by the sonndingB. The cur- 
rent of the river is uaually alow, from 
to 4>,i' miles per hour, excepting at 
two points where 6>^ milea, and one 
point where 6>!>, are recorded, bat the 
distances are very abort. There is noth- 
iug throughout its length which can be 
jKoperh' classified as a rapid. The bed 
ot the river at tbe Teslin lake end iahard 
clay for a short diatancp, btit it is iieuer- 
ally composed of small boulders aud 
gravel. The hanks of the river are river 
Hats, hills, broken ridge hitlb, level table 
lands 8 to I'O ffcet above the water, clay 
and gravel, sand and eilt hanks. These 
several formations, in alternate succee- 
eion, form the character of tbe banks of 
tho river throughout its entire length, 
Jiiver lUts frequently occur on both 
sides. At many points the clay and 
L'ravel, sand and silt banks have per- 
fectly regular elopes o.' beautiful form, 
and are frequently castellat;ed similar to 
those along the Thompaon river between 
S peace's oridge and Kamloopa lake. 
They have an attractive appearance. 
Tbe timber ia chiefly small apruco, pop- 
lar birch and blask pine. The hills and 
mountains are very often bare of trees, 
but bunch grass is abundant. 

The channel of the river has numer- 
ous islands, At some points, by includ- 
inc these, the width is largely increased. 
This generally results in a decrease of 
tho depth of water, The deep channel 
is in many places irregular, crossing and 
re-crossing from bank to bank. At -1.1 
milea, where a depth of only 5 feet is 
recorded, undoubtedly a deeper channel 
doea exist. At tliis point islands are 
numerous, but every eflbrt that time 
would admit of was made to sound 
deeper water. Should a greater depth 
be required it can easily be obtained by 
coDBtractiog wing-dams, or patting a 
dam acroBBoneof thecbannela between 
the ialands. At 73)^ miles, where a 
similar depth of SfeeDoooura, a deeper 
channel ahowa on tbe west side of the 
river. At 6,'J miles down stream from 
Tcfilin lake, rock cropsllout on the west 
biuik of the river close to the water's 
etigo. The river does not indicate that 
any great and damaging freeliets occur. 
There are no log-jams, and no signs of 
ice-jaina. The greatest rise of water 
appears to be about 5 feet. 

Many small streams empty into the 
river, and thoy may be considered gold- 
bearing. Colors were found at a few 
pointa whicli were examined, Mountain 
ranges show in tbe distance on both 
aides of the river. Aa the notes taken 
are very copious, aufiicient to fill a very 
lanetby document, it is considered ad- 
visable to annex to tbe report a rough 
sketch of tho river, with abridged notes, 
and tbe distances, widths and Rounditigs 
in a tabular form. This will furnish a 
c'ear and comprehensive knowledge, 
SLicli as may bo required. 

At lis miles intersect the Lewes river. 
Islands and flats characterize the junc- 
tion, There appears to be a gravel bur, 
but the lowest depth of water shows 
seven feet. 

L'rorn the foregoing statemonto, in con- 
junction with annexed sketch and notes, 
It must be inferred that the Ilootalinqua 
is a magnificent stretch of water, suit- 
able for navigation by ligtit draught, 
powerful river steaiuera, 

Froui the confluence of the Ilootalin- 
i]iia aud Lewes rivers, general notes 
wore care''ully recorded, along the latter 
as far as Dawson City, a distance of 33s) 
miles. Aathe soundinga taken for a few 
miles were verj^ satiefactory, and the 
channel of the river showing a depth of 
water suflicient for the purpose of navi- 
gation, it was not considered neceeaary 
to incur the delay required to continue 
taking soundings. The course of the 
river is almost due north from tbe 
mouth of the Ilootalinqua to tbe Big 
Salmon river, a distance of 3L miles. 
From tlxence it flows in a nortbweaterly 
direction. The width ot the i;iver varies 
from 600 to 1,500 feet. At aome points, 
where ntimerouB islands occur, the val- 
ley has a width of from half to one mile. 
Tho current varies from y to 5 miles, ex- 
cepting at Five Finger rapids, where the 
speed ia about 14 miles. Tho bed of the 
river is cliiefly boulders and gravel, Tht; 
river bairka maintain a samenesa of 
character throuzbout, flAts, steep gravel, 
clay and sand banks, broken ridges, hills 
and monntaina; rock crops out occasion- 
ally. These formations are generally in

alieriiato succession, but at some pointa 
the flats are on both sides. Tho timber 
ia chiefly small spruce, poplar and birch. 
The trend of the river is very irregular, 
full of iaknda and gravel bars. Tho 
water is much clearer than that of the 
Hootalinqua, and has a bluish tint. The 
climatic indications assume a more 
northerly aspect than the valley of the- 
llootalimiua. 

At;il miles from the mouth of the 
Ilootalinqua, pass the Big Salmon river,, 
which Hows in on the east side. The 
Little Salmon river joins the Lewes at. 
(i.^ iniica on tho eant side. At 72 miles, 
paea the Kiiglo Nest rock. At 118 miles 
coal proBpeclicg is being carried on ia 
rocky mountain on the east bank of the 
river. 

At 120 miles meet the Five Finger 
rapids. The passage was made through 
the most easterly channel. The rapido 
are rough and foam up furiously, but the 
distance is venr short and the depth of 
water good. There ia every posaibility 
of ft steamer with powerful engines be- 
ing able to make it, the distance is so 
short. In any caae there is an excellent 
surrounding to enable a ateamer to bo 
lined over the dilUculty. These rapids 
can bo very much improved by the re- 
moval of some of the rocks. The blast- 
ing reiiuired should be done during the 
winter season at aa early a date aa possi- 
ble, Tbe rapid at some distance far- 
ther down stream ia not of much im- 
portance. 

At the distance of 175 miles from the- 
Ilootlinqua river, pass Fort Selkirk on 
tbe west bank of tbe river, and the great 
Pelly river, which enters on the east 
aide. From this confluence the Lewea 
river becomes the Yukon. 

At 2-14 inilea meet the mouth of the- 
White river, wbic|i enters the Yukon on 
tbe west aide. In^bis river tbe ice waa 
running in large quantities. 

At 2S8 miles the Stewart river, said to 
be so rich in gold, joins tbe Yukon on 
tbe east side; milea reach 60-Mile 
Post, There ia a store and some culti- 
vated land at this point. The GO-Mile 
creek joins the main river on tho west, 
opposite) to the store, which is located on- 
the eaat side. 

At ;!3'J miles strike Dawson City. The 
city is a long straggling place, composed 
of log cabins and tents, located on the 
eastern bank of the river. The town ex- 
tends over two miles along the river- 
front, ia in two divisions, divided by 
tbe Klondike river, Tlie south division) 
bears the dignified name of Loaaer 
Town, and the north division ia. called 
DawBon City. The population of the- 
town and mines will be at present 
about -7,000. An immense nuniber 
of tbe fortune bnnters are frozen 
in along the different traila. The:- 
only buildinga with any pretenaion^ 
to size are three storea, opera house,, 
hospital, two or three ealoona and tiie- 
police barracks. Saloona and restau- 
rants are innumerable. Whisky is largely 
consuined at these places, and costs 50" 
cents to $1 per glass. A famine in food 
is likely to occurduringthe early spring. 
There is a great eliortage, the atores 
have nothing to sell, eucb aa Hour, rice, 
beans and bacon. Flour is now fetching 
iflOO per bag, 50 pounds. Eice, beans 
and bacon, %l per pound, Beef, $1,25 
per pound by the quarter, and every- 
thing else in proportion. Many hun- 
dreds of the miners are obliged to go 
oat, which is a serioua and dangeroua 
andertaking. 

Gold has neen and is being taken out 
of the creek beda wbicli empty into the 
i-Clondiko river in marvelous quantities, 
especially on theEoiiaiiza and Eldorado; 
.^800,000 was refused recently lor seven 
claims. 

]5efoTe closing this report it i's desir- 
able to draw your attention to the im- 
mense iinportani;c of establishing the 
route from F''ort Wrangel via Teslin 
lakp and the Hootaliuqtia river. It ia a 
grand project, commanding over 3,50Q' 
miles of river navigation with only one 
portage of 100 or 120 miles, over which a 
railway can be conatructed without any 
dilBculty. The opening of this route 
would resDlt in enormons benefit to the 
coast towns of British Oolumbia. It 
would not only open ap thia vast gold 
region, but also the district of Caesiar, 
which ia so rich in mineral wealth.. 
Therefore the construction of thia short 
line of railway ia worthy of an active 
move on the part of the govornment of 
Brilieh Columbia, The Dominion gov- 
ernment must see the importance cf 
making tbe neccBsary river improve- 
ments at an early date.

The Victorian, calling on 
her way from the Sound, was expected 
to get in on Saturday before midnight, 
in which event it had been arranged to 
accommodate her by isBning licenses at 
night, The steamer could not male it, 
however, and accordingly lay at dock 
through the Sunday- licenses not being 
legal if isBiied on Sunday — and sailed as 
soon aa her proapectivo miners could be 
accommodated yesterday, The Topeka 
comes from Portland tliis time, and was 
also here to obtain miners' licenaeii. 

A DAILY VANCOUVER BOAT. 

In conaeqnence of the recent alidea 
alone the line of the C.P.B, the past few

for one month afad it is eatimat- 
ed by the committee that the com- 
bined circulation of these papers was 9,- 
090,400. In addition to these smaller 
5 inch display advertisements were in- 
serted in the preaa of the large citiea for 
thirteen daily insertiona and four Sun- 
day inaertions. 

In addition to .the newspaper adver- 
tising, space was need in many nniga- 
zinee, conveying a circulation of perhaps 
'J,5OO,O0O, wliile that of the large dailies 
during tlio time the advertisement was 
carried in their columns is estimated at 
2,900,000. 

Speaking of circulars sent out by the 
committee the report says : " The first 
circular issued was sent to every daily 
newspaper In the United States and to 
every publication having over 5,000 cir- 
culation to Rowell's Newspaper Direc- 
tory. Thia circular was very generally 
printed by newspapers and periodicals 
of all clasEBS, religions, political, sport- 
ing, industrial and trade papers, and 
had reference to Seattle as 'the port of 
departure' and outfitting station 'for 
the Alaskan gold fields.' "

A NEW ILLUMINANT. 

Home Hade Gas at a Fraction of the Cost 
of the Present Article. 

There baa lately been introduced in 
IDastern cities a patented machine for the 
manufacture of ilhiniiuating gas known 
as the Stimaon process. Tljia gas ia tei;h- 
nically known as acetylene gas, and is 
the product of water and carbide of 
calcium. During a recent visit ImibI 
Mr. S. .Sliore, of this city, beuaine inter- 
ested in the nuitter and took occasion to 
investigate the claim of tlie proprietor of 
the light that it ia 40 per cent, cheaper 
than coal gaa. Mr. Shore after due con- 
sideration purchased one of the machines 
capable of furnishing CO lights of 25 
candle power each, and has it in oper- 
ation every evening at hia atore on the 
corner of Johnson and Government 
Btreeta, The light, which has 
none of the ghostly whiteness _ of 
the electric light is very pleasing 
and l)rilliant a half-foot burner of the 
new light being more than equal to a 
live-foot burner of the old gaa. Aa re- 
gards the relative price of tlie two 
illuminants, it baa been demonstrated 
that the new proceaa ia ci|uivalent 
locally to coal gas at %i jier 1,000 feet. 
But it ia in the supply of churches and 
public buildings, as well aa private resi- 
dences in the country, that the new 
liglit has special advantages, as the 
making of the gas ia ainiplicity itself, 
and witli ordinary care is practically 
harmless— the machine being automatic 
and requirea no attention after having 
been charged.
